CENTER  SCHOOL 

The  spring  term  of  school  was  taught  by  Miss  Margaret 
Brnin,  a  graduate  of  Lowell  Normal  school.  Miss  Bruin  has  a 
pleasing  personality,  being  popular  with  parents  as  well  as  chil- 
dren. She  demonstrated  her  ability  as  a  teacher  and  conducted 
a  successful  year  of  school. 

AVages  of  teacher,  including  board,  $44  per  month.  Whole 
number  of  pupils,  registered,  12.  Average  daily  attendance, 
10.27.  Cases  of  tardiness,  45.  Visits  by  school  board,  7;  by 
parents  and  others,  35.  Pupils  not  absent  or  tardy,  1.  It 
would  be  of  great  assistance  to  the  school  and  teacher  if  chil- 
dren would  be  more  prompt  in  being  present  at  the  opening  of 
each  session. 

The  fall  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Bruin.  Length  of  school. 
14  weeks.  Wages  of  teacher,  including  board,  $46.50  per 
month.  Whole  number  of  pupils  registered,  16.  Average 
daily  attendance,  10.59.  Cases  of  tardiness,  31.  Visits  by 
school  board,  4;  by  parents  and  others,  15.  Pupils  not  absent 
or  tardy,  2. 

It  became  necessary  to  increase  wages  of  teacher,  owing 
to  increase  in  board.  Those  in  attendance  at  high  school  were 
Ethel  Whippie,  IMarion  Cutler,  Ruth  Cutler,  Mabel  Cutler.
